From  the  records  we  learii  that  ''Tliis  Church  was  gathered 
oil  tlie  23d  thiy  of  September,  1713,  by  \  e  elders  and  messengers 
of  live  chiirclies,  viz  :  of  Cajubridgc,  1^31111,  Marblehead,  Beverly 
and  Salem  Village."  This  purt  of  the  ohl  town  of  Danvcrs  was 
then  a  part  of  Salem,  and  the  Church  w  as  known  as  the  Third 
Church  in  Salem,  until  the  year  17r)2.  It  is  now  known  as  the 
"South  Church  in  Teabody,"  being  the  First  Congregational 
(Mairch.

G.  Admissions  to  the  Church,  by  profession,  shall  be  made  at 
the  close  of  the  Sermon,  previous  to  the  communion,  and  in 
presence  of  the  Congregation. 

7.  Candidates  for  admission  shall  be  propounded  to  the  Church 
and  Congregation,  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  admission.

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ARTICLES    OF  FAITH. 

AVe  believe  in  one  Supreme  God,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

We  believe  that  the  Holy  Scriijttires  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament  are  an  inspired  revelation  from  God,  and  are  the 
snllicient  and  only  rule  of  faith  and  practice. 

^Ye  believe  that  our  first  parent  was  created  holy,  but  by 
transgression  fell  and  lost  the  favor  of  God  :  that  in  consequence 
of  his  apostacy,  all  his  descendants,  although  not  chargeable 
with  his  sin,  become  entirely  sinful  and  depraved  by  voluntary 
disobedience  to  the  law  of  God,  and  that  as  such  they  need  the 
washing  of  regeneration  and  the  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

We  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  died  to  make  atonement  for  sin, 
and  that  through  him  God  is  glorious  in  extending  pardon  and 
salvation  to  all  who  truly  repent  and  believe. 

We  believe  that  God  moved  by  a  regard  to  his  own  glory  did, 
from  eternity,  give  to  his  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  a  people,  who 
through  sanctification  of  the  Spirit  and  belief  of  the  truth  sliould 
be  saved,  and  that  in  his  providence  he  causes  all  things  to  woi-k 
together  for  their  good.
